Claims 1-14 

The inventions of claims 1-14 involve an inventive step with respect to the documents cited in the 
international search report. 

Document 1 describes an animal-derived adipocyte precursor cell line obtained by culturing single 
adipocytes from the subcutaneous tissue of animals on agar, subculturing fibroblast-like adipocytes 
and inducing the differentiation thereof, and it states that this adipocyte precursor line has 
differentiation capacity and can differentiate into adipocytes (see document 1, claim 1; Par. No. 0018* 
Examples). Document 2 describes stem cells obtained from adipose tissue, and it describes a method ' 
for differentiating stem cells on suitable media for those stem cells to differentiated into cartilage 
skin, muscle nerve and bone, (see Claims 1, 39 and 40; Examples 1 and 3). 

However, document 1 does not describe inducing differentiation of an adipocyte precursor line 
obtained by dedifferentiation of mature adipocytes derived from adipose tissue that expresses early 
markers of bone, muscle, or fat cells, and persons skilled in the art cannot easily conceive of this 
matter from the descriptions in documents 1 and 2. 
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
